Mr. Morss: "The views of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
comprising- a membership of more than 7,000 persons and

will dispute that statement. 


The message assures the President that "this Chamber of 


Commerce welcomes the constructive and definite plans which 
will,'when consummated, so greatly diminish the inciting 
causes, and therefore the probabilities of war." 
The closing 


paragraph of the message reads: "We desire lo register the 
opinion that the great and instinctive urge of our people is for 
world peace and world justice; thai they believe this is most 
likely to be secured by free and frequent conferences between 
lading representatives of the nations; (hat the definil proposals 
of the American representatives clearly open the way to greal 
practical accomplishments; and that the results thus far 
achieved will establish precedents from which further fav- 
orable developments must inevitably flow." 


This sounds far better than Senator King's talk about "mon- 


umental failure." 
While the Conference, is having its per- 


plexities, as was to have been expected, there is little room foi 
doubt that'the great majority of the people feel thai the ends 
sought will be substantially attained, and that the calling of 
the Conference has been justified by what has already been 
achieved. 
The president of the Boston organization is right 


in assuming that a body of more than 7,000 members must be 
regarded as representative, and it is fortunate that this large 
and influential organization has expressed to President Hard- 
ing its confidence and faith in the work of the Arms Confer- 
ence. The President is leading in one of the greatest under- 
takings in the history of the world and il is right that he should 
know how the people feel about il. And such an expression as 
comes from the [Boston Chamber of Commerce will carry far 
greater weight than that of Senator King or any other indi- 
vidual.
